graph, has told his readers how to care 
meat. As DO one yet seems to improve 
upon the method, we will repeat it: 
"To one gallon of water, take one.auo 
half poflnds salt, one-half pound oi su» 
gar, one^half ounce of saltpetre, one- 
half ounce of potash. la this ratio the 
pickle can be increased to any quantity 
desired. 
Let these be boiled together 


until all the dirt from the sugar rises to 
the top'and is skimmed off. Then throw 
it into a tub to cool, and when cold pour 
it over your beef or pork. 
The meat 


must bo well covered with pickle, and 
should not be put down for at least two 
days after killing, during which time it 
should be slightly sprinkled with pow- 
dered saltpetre, which removes all the 
surface blood, etc., leaving the meat 
fresh and^clcan. 
Some omit boiling 


the pickle, and find it to answer well, 
though the operation of boiling purifies 
the pickle h'y throwing off the dirt al- 
ways to be found in salt and sugar, 
if 


this receipt is strictly followed, it will 
require only a single trial to prove its 
superiority over tho common way or 
most ways of putting down meat."

THE MESSAGE. 


Vrcuidcut Grant's sixth annual uics- 


»age is about equal in length to those of 
bii former messages, and would occupy 
about eight or nine columns of tlio RE- 
PUBLICAN. 


The document starts uub with u tot- 


ereaeo to the condition of\tho country, 
and tho general prostration in business 
and other industries. 
Tho President 


says that speculations us to tho causes 
of this prostration might bo indulged in 
without profit, and therefore lie does 
not (ttoaipt to analyze the reasons for 


children born of American parent* re- 
siding in a foreign country, of Ameri- 
can women who have married aliens, of 
American citizens residing abroad, 
where such a question is not regulated 
by treaty, are all sources of frequent 
difficulty and discussion. Legislation 
on these and similar questions, he says, 
is especially needed, in order to avoid 
disputes that are continually arising. 
In this connection he also calls atten- 
tion to the ease with which naturalisa- 
tion papers are fraudulently obtained, 
and the necessity for legislation to fn- 
vent the same. 


The Presdcnt culls attention to the 


report of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
which shows that the amount of re- 
ceipts over expenditures for the fiscal 
year coding JUDO 30,1874,was but 82,- 
344,832.30, and that for the current 
fiscal year the estimated receipts will 


this unfortunate state of affairs. 
He 


refers, however, to the spirit of specula- 
tion begotten by the redundant curren- 
cy uiade necessary by tho demands of 
the government in its struggle fir exis- 
tence, together with the habits ol° ex- 
travagance aud luxury tliut rouiltcd 
therefrom. 
He dvlitrcs that tho in* 


dobtedncss of v the country should be 
paid according to the terms agreed up- 
on when the debt 
ITIIH contracted—in 


gold or its equivalent. 
He 
tliink», 


therefore, that in order to restore the 
prosperity of the country, its currency 
must bo placed on u par with tlio recog- 
nized currency of the civilised woild. 
Ho says that he (irmly believes no pel 
uianent.roviyiil of the industries of thu 
country is possible until n policy is com- 
pleted, with ^legislation to curry it out, 
looking to a return to u specie basis 
He thinks that those who look for ,i re- 
vival of business as u result of what is 
called, "abundant money" would be dis- 
appointed in that hope, if any polity 
should bo pursued which would keep 
in doubt the value ut tliu lcg.il tender 
medium of exchange, 
Thu 1'rcsideut 


argues at length the cvih that follow 
in |ho train of n circulating uiodium 
that constantly fluctuates in value, und 
suggests tho repeal of the legul tcndir 
clause in tho law authorizing the issue 
of currency by the government as one ol 
the things necessary to a return to spe- 
cie payments. 
He thinks tliut the re- 


peal of this clause should be made to 
tuko effect as to all contracts ciitcied in- 
to after a day fixed in the repealing the 
act. 
With 'resumption, thu President 


says, free banking might be authorized 
with safety. 
Ho regards free bunking 


as'esgentral, because it would give prop- 
er elasticity to tho currency. 
He suys 


it would be unsafe to IOUTC the settle- 
uiont of the question, us to the amount 
of currency needed to carry on the busi- 
ness of the country, either to Congress, 
tho Secretary of the Treasury, or the 
Executive—the experience and judg- 
ment of the people being besl qualified 
to judge of the amount loquirud. 
The 


i nportnnco of this question of liniinees 
is mentioned as the re.iaon for its intro- 
duction in tho beginning uf the mes- 
sage. 


Upon tho subject of foreign nllairs 


tho President says that milhiug has 
oeeurrcd to distuib the fiiumlly uud 
cordial relations that exist between 
this government ami other powers' 
Tho termination of tho convention with 
Belgium, which will t.ike place Jul> 1, 
1875, calls for negotiations, which, he 
hopes, will result in a treaty advnnta 
gcous tt>both p,u tie-. The rcl itions exist- 
ing between thi* •.;ovciuinent und those 
of (Jhinu and .l.ipan aie dijcusseil 
at 


length, as arc also those between the 
Uo,itc 1 States and ihe republic of Mex- 
ico, Venezuela, the Argentine Kcpub- 
lic, mitl other eoinitriei. 
Upon the 


subject Vf the 
Culi.m 
rebellion 
the 


President use* llu lolloping significant 
language: 


The deplorable .strife in <.'ulm con- 


tinues without any marked change in 
the relative advantage for the contest- 
ing foracs. 
Tho insurrection continues, 


but Spain has gained no superiority 
Six years of strife give tho insurrection 
a significance which cannot be deterred. 
Its duration and the tenacity of its ad- 
herents, together with the absence of 
manifested power of suppression on the 
part of Spain, cannot be cotitmvurtcd, 
and may nmko some positive steps ou 
the part of other powois a matter ol 
necessity. 


Tho President says (hut he had 


hoped to be able to announce the ar- 
rangement of some important questions 
between this go.nrnment and that of 
Spain, but the negotiations have been 
protracted. 
Tho unhappy iutcstino 


dissensions of Spain command our pro» 
found sympathy, and m ut be accepted 
as perhaps a cause of some delay. An 
early settlement of part, at least, of the 
questions between tho govurnuicuts is 
hoped for. 


Considerable space is devoted to the 


xul'jeut of expatriation, and the atten 
lion of Congress is called to the unsatis- 
factory condition of existing hiws upon 
the umtfcr. 
He says that the status Of 


not exceed the expenditures much over 
$9,000,000. He says that this will not 
enable the Secretary to add one per 
cent, to tho sinking fund, as the law 
contemplates, and that a failure to pro- 
vide for this fund is a partial failure to 
comply with the-contracts of the gov- 
ernment. He asks the question wheth- 
er the reduction made iu tho rates of 
taxation at the lust session of Congress 
was uot, iu some instances, unwise, and 
joins iu the 
recommendation of the 


Secretary that an increase of ten cents 
a gallon be made ou the tax ou whisky. 


With reference to tho tarifi the Prcs 


ideut suggests that it be so readjusted 
uti to increase thu revenue, and at the 
suinu time decrease the number of arti- 
cles upon which duties arc levied. 
He 


says that all articles not produced by 
our own people, but which enter into 
our manufactures, should be admitted 
free of duty. 
Ho thinks that the free 


introduction, for instance, of such woolfc 
as we do not produce, would stimulate 
the manufacture of goods requiring the 
use of those wo do produce, and would 
thusbenofit home production. 


The icports of tho several cabinet of- 


ficers are reviewed ut some length, and 
their recommendations concurred iu. 


The condition of tho South is fully 


discussed in tho message, and the late 
outbreak in Louisiana comes in for its 
full share of attention. 
He says it has 


been impossible for him to tell, from the 
returns of the election held in that State 
iu 1872, who wore the legally choson 
state officers, but that from the host 
sources of information at his command 


bus believed that those now in office 


received a uiajoiity of tho legal votes 
actually cast .ut that election. 
He re- 


peats what he saul in his special mes- 
sage of February J, 1873, that in the 
event of no action by Congress he must 
continue to rucoguizo the government 
heretofore recognized. He details the 
story of the outrages practiced upon 
colored voters, und iu this connection 
uses tho following words: 


I understand that the 10th Amend- 


ment to the Constitution was made to 
prevent this or a like state of tiling 
and the act of May 31, 1S70, with the 
amendments, was passed to enforce its 
provisions. The object of (his being 
to guarantee to all oitixcns the right to 
vote and to protect them in tho free 
enjoyment of that right; enjoined by 
the Constitution to take caic that the 
luws be fuitbfuliy executed, and con- 
vinced by undoubted evidence that vio- 
lations of said act had beet) committed, 
and that a wide spread and flagrant dis 
rcg.iul of it was contemplated, the 
proper officers were instructed to prose- 
cute the offenders, und tioops were 
stationed at convenient points to aid 
these officers, if necessary, in the per 
Ibrmuncu of their official duties. Com- 
plaints lire made of this interference 
by 
Federal authority; but if said 


amendments and acts do not provide 
lor sueb interference under the circum- 
stances, as above stated, then they arc 
without moaning, fbree or effect, and 
the whole scheme of colored enfran- 
chisement is worse than mockery, and 
little less than a eiime. 
Possibly Con- 


gress may find it due to truth and jus- 
tice to ascertain, by means of a com- 
mittee, whether the alleged wrongs to 
colored citucus fur political purposes 
.lie real, or the reports thereof were 
occ.isn.ui. 
The whole number of troops 


in the Stales of Louisiana, Alabama, 
Georgia, Florida, South Carolina, North 


The theory is raised that there is to 


to be no further interference . on the 
part of the General Government to pro- 
tect citizens within a State where the 
State authorities fail to give protection. 
Thii is a great mistake. While I re- 
main as the Executive, all the laws of 
Congress and the provisions of the Cons 
stitution, including the amendments 
added thereto, will bo enforced with 
rigor, with but regret that they should 
have added one jot or tittle to the exec- 
utive duties and powers. Let there be 
fairness in the discussion of Southern 
questions—the advocates of both or all 
political parties honest, truthful reports 
of occurrences; condemning the wrong 
and upholding the right, and soon all 
will be well. 
Under existing condi- 


tions the negro votes the 
Republican 


ticket because he knows his friends are 
of that party. 
Many a good citizen 


votes the opposite, not because be agrees 
with the great principles of 
State 


which separate parties, but because 
generally he is opposed to negro rule. 
This is a most delusive cry. Treat the 
negro as a citizen and voter, as he is, 
and must remain, and soon parties will 
be divided, not on the color line, but on 
principles. Then we shall have no com 
plaint of executive interferences 


Tho subject of pensions and the cen- 


tennial exposition are disposed of brief 
ly, and the civil service rulos come in 
for only a short paragraph. 
With ref- 


erence to these rules the President says 
it is impossible to maintain them without 
the direct and positive support of Con- 
gress.

Mr. Davis, of Western Virginia, in- 


roduoed a bill requesting the President 
to transmit a statement of the names of 
lostmasters, internal revenue officials 
ind others from whom money is due; 
Iso the amount of pubic land grants 
luring the last fiscal year, and other 
nternal improvements. Ordered print- 
id and laid on the table. 


Mr. West introduced a bill for the 


construction of government telegraph 
ines between the cities of Washington 
and Boston, via Baltimore, Philadel- 
jhia, New York and Hartford, to be 
>perated in post offices in those cities 
under tho direction of the Postmaster 
General as to operators, tariff, etc., pro- 
vided tho rates be uniform to all per- 
sons, with a proper uuiform reduction 
to newspapers , rates to be adjusted to 
meet, and not exceed the expense of 
operating and maintaining said line and 
providing a net income of 5 per cent. 
interest on tho -original cost. The bill 
appropriates $600,000 for the construc- 
tion and equipment of the line.
